Quail hunters are reminded that 
the fish and game department op- 
erates a 15,000 acre quail hunting 
cooperative area at Keystone, 
Tuolumne county, for weekend 
and Wednesday shooting without 
charge and hunting has been fair 
for most, very good for sportsmen 
with dogs. 

Weight limits of trout are still 
being taken from Isabella lake 
along with some bass and catfish. 
Duck hunting is also allowed in 
this area but not too many birds 
have put in an appearance as yet. 


Duck hunting generally is only 
fair but there has been lots of 
shooting room going to waste, es- 
pecially on Wednesdays and Sun- 
days on the Mendota, Merced, Los 
Banos public shooting grounds 
and the San Luis Wasteways. Last 
Saturday this latter area produc- 
ed 453 ducks for 107 hunters and 
232 birds for 69 hunters on Sun- 
day. 

The fish and game commission 
will meet in Los Angeles on Janu- 
ary 4 to hear recommendations for 
changes in the 1957 angling regu- 
lations. According to law, if sug- 
gestions are not made at this par- 
ticular meeting, they may not be 
acted upon at a later date during 
the year.

FAIRLY ACTIVE

Fed.-State Market News Sv. 

VISALIA, Dec. 6 — Direct trad- 
ing for fed cattle over weekend 
continued fairly active with some 
sales, particularly on heifers, re- 
flecting additional 25-50c upturns 
over sales made earlier in the 
week. Inquiry Monday had quiet- 
ed down considerably especially 
from packers in the Los Angeles 
area as receipts of cattle at that 
market Monday were of record 
size, 

Sales fed cattle late last week 
included occasional loads mostly 
average-choice 1000-1075 Ib. 
steers $21.00, several loads choice 
over 1,100 Ibs. $20.50- $20.75, 
some bids close to $21.00 on high- 
yielding steers to around 1,200 
Ibs. refused with Owners asking 
$21.50. 

Around six loads choice 800 - 
925 lb. fed heifers $19.00 - $19.50, 
odd loads $20.00 delivered to Los 
Angeles, these netting around 
$19.50 F.0.B. ranch. Fed cattle 
usually F.0.B. feedlot with 4% 
shrink, some with one hour stand 
and 4%. 

Lack of rainfall has resulted in 
short feed supplies on many rang- 
es with heavier supplemental 
feeding of livestock becoming nec- 
essary.
